A NKW CDEBENCY. 


A plan ia being matured by the 


House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency to create a broad banking system 
which will relieva the Government of 
inning, circulating and redeeming the 
various forms of currency now in cir- 
culation. 
Representative Walker of Massachu- 


setts, a member of the Banking and 
Currency Committee, is one of the 
promoters and advocates of the scheme. 
He says the new system will do away 
with the various forms of currency 
now issued, and the substitution there- 
for of a uniform paper money to be 
issued by the Government through 
banka. At present the Government 
circulates Treasury notes, greenbacks, 
silver notes, gold notes and other 
kinds of currency. 
The purpose of 


the new system -will be to make the 
National banks the sole source of issu- 
ing currency under Government sup- 
ervision aud direction. This currency 
will be surrounded by all the safe- 
gaarc i of the present laws and such 
others as may be deemed necessary to 
insure u~ proper redemption. 


It is iiot expected to pass the bill at 


the present seasioii of Congress, but 
its introduction, Mr. Walker claims, 
will nerve a valuable purpose to busi- 
ness. He thinks the mere fact that 
such a comprehensive measure is re- 
ported and placed on the calendar will 
have a salutary effect in business and 
banking circles. He says the recent 
debate ou State banks has been one of 
the most beneficial from an educa- 
tional point of view we have bad in 
twenty years, as it has cleared the way 
for a sate, souad and conservative sys- 
tem of nationalized banks and cur- 
rency.

Stewart** BUI Relating to Mineral Lands 
Paued- Feffer's Wool Amendment 
Defeated. 


WASHINGTON, June 15. — In the Senate 


Stewart secured unanimous consent 
for the passage of his bill to amend 
the chapter of the revised statutes re- 
lating to mineral lands and mining re- 
sources. 
Dolph resumed the speech he was 


making against free wool when the 
Senate adjourned yesterday. 


Dolpb began with sarcastic reference 


to the impatience manifested by Har- 
ris, Democratic manager, because 


At Poughkeepsie, New York, suit was 


brought against Dr. J. W. Poucher for 
alleged malpractice in his treatment of 
a fractured arm. In the trial of the 
case Dr. J. P. Wilson testified against Dr 
Poucher. Both physicians were mem- 
bers of the Duobess County Medical 
Society, and after the case was. dispos- 
ed of in the courts, Dr. Poueher preferr- 
ed a charge of unprofessional conduct 
against Dr. Wilson. The society, after 
a secret trial, derided that it is a viola- 
tion of the code of medical ethics for 
one doctor to give evidence against 
another in a suit for damages, and Dr. 
Wilson was suspended for one year. 


Now Dr. Wilson contemplates bring- 


ing an action in the courts to compel 
the society to restore him to member- 
ship. If this is done, there will, of 
course, be a full hearing of the case and 
the question whether a physician can 
or should testify against another will 
be legally determined. If the rule 
adopted by tho society prevails there 
will be no redress in cases of malprac- 
tice as only p'.iysicians can determine 
whether a patient hjs been treatsd 
skillfully or otherwise.

THE 
K VI 1,3 OF -DKKtONKTIZATION. 


One Hundred niul Eighty-Five Miners 


Killed. 


TROPPAU, Austria, June 15.—It is now 


believed that at least 200 miners were 
killed in an explosion which took place 
at 10 o'clock last night in a pit of the 
Franziska mines, and thought to have 
resulted in the death of 120 miners. 
This explosion was followed by a series 
of others, the most disastrous being in 
Johannes pit, where sixty miners were 
killed. A rescue party which descended 
into one of the pits at 5 o'clock this 
morning also perished. 


The official reports place the number 


killed at 185, fatally injured twenty. 
Fourteen bodies have already been re- 
covered. There 
were five distinct 


explosions. The galleries of the mines 
are on fire and it is believed a majority 
of the bodies have been consumed.

to cross the continent from June 19th to 
23d, 
and 
the 
next 
will 
reach 


the Pacific Coast aboufT the 24th, cross 
the Western Mountain* by the close of 
the 25tb, the Great Central valleys from 
the 26th to 28tb, and the Eastern States 
about the 29th. 


Unusual weather extremes may be 


expected during the next thirty days. 


Mars, to which the ancients assigned 


a prominent position as the god of war, 
will surely be king of the weather dur- 
ing the month to come. Extremes of 
temperature and precipitation, accom- 
panied by very severe storms,are almost 
sure to result, 


During this period a cold field and a 


warm field will move slowly westward 
across the continent. 
Cold waves and 


warm waves move from west to east, 
crossing the continent in three to six 
days; while cold fields move from east 
to west, crossing the continent in three 
to six week. 


Weather observers have noticed that 


rainfall and temperature often alter- 
nate, so that one month will be warmer 
a-id dryer, and the following month 
colder and wetter than the general 
averages. 
These changes are often 


caused by electric fields that driit west- 
ward. 


The changes are extreme when a 


planet occupies a position relative to 
the earth that induces a large increase 
in the electric forces of the earth. 


The warm wave will cross the West- 


ern mountains about the 24th, the 
Great Central valleys about the 26tb, 
and the Eastern States about the 27th. 
The cool wave will cross the Western 
mountains about the 27th, the Great 
Central valleys about the 29th, and the 
Eastern States about July 1st. 


This storm wave will be of very con- 


siderable force west of the Mississippi 
river about the 25th and 26th. 


ELECTBIC CURRENTS. 


The high and low barometers which 


are the immediate causes of all our 
weather changes are themselves results 
of which electric currents are the cause. 
An accumulation of electricity light- 
ens the atmosphere, and thus forms 
what are known as low barometers. 


The well known tendency of elec- 


tricity to move in spirals soon starts 
a whirl of extent, and from all direc- 
tions the air moves toward the center 
of this whirl, at the same time rising. 
These motions are all caused by cur- 
rents of electricity, and therefore the 
following laws of electricity are quoted 
from a standard work: "Currents of 
electricity attract each other when they 
move in the same direction, and repel 
one another when moving in opposite 
directions." 
We often see two low barometers cross- 
ng the continent at the same time, one 
tlong a path north of ihe other. Their 
electric currents ascend, and, moving 
n one direction they attract each other 
and usually unite. Such 
a union 


almost universally causes a destructive 
stor-n. 


We must not look upon this union 


of the two lows as the original cause of 
he destructive storm, but back of 
them, where will be found planetary 
positions that cause unusual electrical 
activity, which in turn cause two low 
oarometers to form instead of one. 


Sometimes a high barometer of more 
ban ordinary force will, by friction 
rom 
the 
outer 
atmosphere, form 


eddies in the air similar to those we 
etten soe in water. These become con- 
ductors from the overcharged earth, 
!orm lows, and sometimes four of 
;hem are seen on the continent at one 
;ime. They are feeble, however, and 
is they are separated by a powerful 
transcient high, they are held apart 
and soon die out. 


The above quotation will also apply 


;o the 
high barometers. They are 


'ormed by currents, coming down in a 
ipiral toward the earth, and one high 
vill attract another. They often unite, 
nd the transcient highs from the 


northwest always plunge into the per- 
manent high of the North Atlantic, 
which is their nirvana, and in which 
they are absoroed and lost. 


"CtTBRENTS BEPBL EACH OTHER 


When they move in opposite direc- 
tions," says the authority quoted. 
This accounts for the fact that high 
and low barometers repel each other, 
and although they hag each other 
closely, they never so far unite as to 
become one. 


The same law that governs the 


planets applies to the high and low 
barometers. The planets attract each 
other until their electrospheres meet, 
and then they repel. It is a mistake 
to suppose that sun, planets and com- 
ets universally attract each other. 
Eepulsion is universal as scon as the 
electrospheres of the bodies meet. 


Comets plunge deep into the sun's 


electrosphere—which extends far out 
beyond the orbit of Neptune—but the 
"fire is knocked out of them" by their 
friction against the elements surround- 
ing the sun, and they reach close 
quarters with the sun only by the 
momentum they gain before reaching 
the sun's electrosphere, 


It is also on em>p to suppose that the 


tails of comets continue throughout 
their orbit. These tails show op after 
the comets have reached the sun's 
electrosphere, after repulsion and. frio* 
tion have taken the place o* attraction 
as it is enr-oneQusly called.

the currents are downward. Upward 
currents are found in the permanent 
highs covering the 
north Atlantic, 


north Pacific, the central portions of the 
North American and Asiatic continents 
and corresponding 
points 
on the 


southern hemisphere. 


Each of these great permanent and 


stationary areas of high barometers, 
through which currents move down- 
ward, attract all transient highs and 
repel all transient lows, while each of 
the great permanent and 
stationary 


low barometers through which cur- 
rents move upward, attract all transi- 
ent lows and repel all transient highs. 


It is known that an overcharged 


body will throw off bodies of elec- 
tricity, and when the sun, moon or 
planets move into position that in- 
creases electrical action, then the per- 
manent highs throw off bodies of 
dowupouring currents which consti- 
tute our cold waves or transient highs, 
and at the same time the permanent 
lows throw off bodies of uppouring 
currents, which constitute our warm 
waves or transient lows. 


The high and low barometers con- 


form to all the laws of electricity, anc 
never conform to the laws of heal 
Then why is it 
that 
our Nationa 


Weather Bureau continues to spenc 
the Nation's money trying to establisl 
the erroneous theory that heat, sun 
heat, is the cause of 
all 
weathe: 


changes ? 


Extending the laws quoted above te 


a larger scale, we have permanent lows 
at the earth's geographical poles, over 
the Bering Sea, surrounding Iceland.

A Quartz Wagon Buna Over mid Crushes 


the Life Out of a Little Boy. 


At about 6 o'clock last evening as 


Mr. Henry Maxwell, who is hauling 
ore from the Golden Eagle mine to the 
Beduction Works, was passing Nadoa's 
blacksmith shop the little five-year-old 
son of Mr, and Mrs. Andrew Brechtel 
ran out and it is supposed tried to 
climb up on the pole between tha first 
wagon and the backaction. 
After he 


had fallen to the ground and just as a 
wheel had passed over him, some one 
yelled to Maxwell to whoa, and he im- 
mediately stopped his team and ran 
back and picked up the child, he being 
yet alive. Mr. Maxwell asked him 
where he lived, and the boy just spoke 
the two words, "I live," and expired. 
The wheel passed diagonally across 
the boy's body, crushing bis left hip 
and abdomen and breaking the right 
erm. Tha wagon was loaded with five 
tons of ore. The mother had spoken 
;o him a short time before and told 
!iim supper would soon be ready, and 
aer first intimation that anything had 
happened to the child was when some 
one came abruptly to the door and 
said, "Madame, your boy is killed," 
followed by another carrying the lite- 
less body. The father had commenced 
work for tha N-C-O. and was returning 
home when he was told of the accident. 
The boy was a beautiful little fellow, 
and the haartbreaking scene witnessed 
upon the father and mother meeting 
over the dead body of their baby, can- 
not be described. 
Neighbors and 


friends came in and rendered such 
assistance and consolation as they 
could. The mother held up bravely 
for awhile, but finally swooned and for 
a time it was thought she was dying. 
Dr. Davrsou was called and afforded 
prompt relief. The Coroner summoned 
a jury and visited the house and viewed 
the body 
No blame is attached to Mr 


Maxwell, as he was driving his team of 
eight animals and had no opportunity 
of seeing the child when the latter ran 
under the wagon. He was greatly af- 
fected by the accident, and said that 
he had been very careful and had fre- 
quently cautioned boys to keep away 
from the wagons, having put them off 
time and again 
The inquest, if any is 


held, will likely take plaoe to-day.
